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Applicants are providing the Office with this Statement in Response to the Notices of Allowance 
and Allowability, both mailed from the Office on July 29, 2004, to clarify two discrepancies present in 
the official file. The first discrepancy relates to the allowance of claims 10 and 1 1 and the second 
discrepancy relates to the title of this application. 

The following facts relate to claims 10 and 11: 

On December 28, 2001, the instant application was filed with claims 1-66.

On June 29, 2004, applicants filed an Amendment in response to the Office Action, and in the 
Amendment, included claims 10 and 1 1 in the listing of the claims and in the arguments in support of the 
application.
